WASHINGTON. — President 
Jimmy Garter said yesterday 
that the recent fighting along the 
Israel-Lebanese border has un- 
derscored the Immediate 
necessity to reconvene the 
Geneva Middle East peace con- 
ference as quickly as possible. 

‘'The whole thing 1 b just sitting 
and teetering on another out- 
break of even more major 
violence,” the President told a 
White House news conference. 

Carter acknowledged that the 
Israeli retaliatory strikes were 
'perhaps" excessive, but he refined 
to condemn Israel. ‘1 think that at 
this time condemnation of people Is 
probably Inappropriate,” the Presi- 
dent said. 

'I think that the overriding con- 
sideration is not to condemn Israel at 
this point for retaliation, but just to 
say that if the provocations were ab- 
sent, then the retaliation would have 
been unnecessary,” he added. The 
best way for the matter to be resolv- 
ed, he continued, is for Israel and the 
Arab states to begin immediate, 
"face-to-face" negotiations at 
Geneva. 

On the question of whether the 
Israeli response was justified, the 
President at first fuIS that this was 
"a quedloh chat *4 ha d for me to* - 
answer — whether Israe 1 can ait dor- 
mant and quiescent and accept 
repeated attacks on her border 
villages without retaliation or 
whether the retaliation was ex- 
cessive. 

“These are questions that I think 
both answers would be, perhaps, 
yes.”

Ever since the weekend outbreak 
along the Lebanese frontier, 
American officials have been urging 
restraint on all the parties Involved. 
Tbe U.S. has been in close contact 
through diplomatic channels with 
Israel, Lebanon, Syria and others, 
attempting to restore the cease-fire 
in the region. 

On Wednesday, top U.S. national 
security officials gathered in the 
White House situation room to 
reassess the Middle East in light of 
the clash. 

It was clear yesterday that Carter 
was very concerned by the situation, 
and he minced no words In seeking to 
restore the relative calm. In doing 
so, he praised Israel and Egypt for 
accepting a U.S.-sponsored formula 
for resolving procedural problens in 
advance of the Geneva conference. 

And the President urged Syria, 
Jordan and Lebanon to follow suit, 
and to stop “the procedural debates 
and squabbles about exactly how to 
go (to Geneva) and exactly what 
representation will be present.” He 
called on these countries "to start 
dealing with the real Issues.” 

Israeli officials here were pleased 
by the President's remarks at the 
news conference. In the past the U.S. 
_„has condemned Israeli retaliatory 
strikes. But this time, the U.S. 
stopped short ox doing so. 

“This new outbreak of violence is 
of great concern to us and. 1 think, to 
the nations in the Middle East and to 
the peopole of the world,” Carter 
said. “The unwarranted and con- 
tinuing terrorist attacks have been 
part of the Middle East picture for 
years. The retaliatory measures 
taken by nations who were attacked 
by terrorists have been part of the 
picture In the Middle East for years. 

“I think it shows the volatile 
nature there of the continuing 
problem. X think it shows in a much 
more vivid way than, perhaps, in the 
recent past, the need for an im- 
mediate convening of the Geneva 
conference as soon as we can — to 
get these national leaders to alt 
down, or their representatives to sit 
down, on a continuing basis and 
work out, face-to-face, these 
divisions that have existed in the 
Middle East for generations.” 

The President said that "loss of 
life is deplorable, but the situation is 


never going to be improved. In my 
opinion, until these nations there are 
willing to step beyond the procedural 
debates and squabbles...” 

Continuing, Carter said: “I have 
been pleased that the Israeli govern- 
ment has adopted the procedures for 
a Geneva conference that wc propos- 
ed. I was pleased by the statement 
yesterday by President Sadat that he 
waa willing to go to Geneva or 
anywhere else and to begin to con- 
sult directly with Israel and with the 
other Arab nations, without quibbl- 
ing any more about the detailed wor- 
ding of the procedures.” 

Carter said that the Egyptian and 
the Israeli position is “our position," 
adding: "I hope that Jordan and 
Syria and Lebanon very quickly will 
make a similar response to us, and 
that we can then convene the Geneva 
conference.” 

Reports and film from southern 
Lebanon were prominently featured 
in the American media yesterday, 
including the eye-witness accounts 
showing considerable civilian 
casualties. The network television 
news programmes showed film of a 
Lebanese mother who said that all 
her children were killed in the Israeli 
air strike.

Post Diplomatic Reporter 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday called U-S. Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis to hla Jerusalem 
bureau to relay through him Israel’s 
"profound regrets” for any civilian 
losses suffered during Wednesday’s 
retaliatory air raids against 
terrorist bases in southern Lebanon. 

Foreign. Minister Moshe Dayan 
and Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
also attended the meeting, at which 
the genera! situation in southern 
Lebanon was discussed. 

"In case reports of civilian 
casualties in the Israel air force ac- 
tion should prove correct. Israel ex- 
presses its profound regrets for 
these losses.” the Premier said. He 
added that Israel, however, does not 
apologize for the operation which 
was launched as the northern resort 
town of Nahariya burled the third 
victim in 48 hours of terrorist 
Katyusha attacks. 

The Prime Minister said that the 
air force sought out as its targets 
concentrations of terrorists, and that 
combat pilots conformed with their 
orders meticulously. 

Begin pointed out that Nahariya 
had been shelled brutally for two 
days, adding that Israel would on no 
account tolerate a state of affairs in 
which innocent heads of families are 
hit with Katyushas, leaving their 
children suddenly orphaned. 

The Prime Minister said that 
Israel did not wish to shed anyone's 
blood, but would defend Itself with 
every means at its disposal. If the 
other side keeps quiet, he said, there 
will be absolute quiet on this side.

— Israel will cut back its 
order for America’s ultra-modern F- 
20 fighter plane from 250 to ISO 
because it Is not being allow ;d to co- 
produce a substantia] part ox the air- 
craft in Israel, a Defence Ministry 
official said, according to a Reuter 
report yesterday. 

Representatives of the G> % iser«fi 
Dynamics Corporation, manufac- 
turers of the F-ltJ. visited Israel 
about two months ago and proposed 
that Israel produce 5 per cent of the 
plane, the official reportedly said. 

"But to turn out even that small 
portion of the plane we would have to 
buy 8100m. worth of manufacturing 
equipment and set up a whole 
assembly line. Our economists 
believe it Is Just not worth it." he 
said. 

An administration official in 
Washington confirmed yesterday 
that it had been decided to refuse 
Israel the co-production rights it 
wanted for the F-16. But Israeli 
diplomatic sources in Washington 
said the U.S. administration has not 
notified them of any decision on the 
co-production request. Industry and 
administration sources said, 
however, that the administration has 
sided with the Pentagon in deciding 
against an Israeli request to build 
the airframe and certain electronic 
components far 250 of the planes.

However, he discounted President 
Carter's denials that Shcharansky 
had been a CIA agent, remarking 
that "the American President is not 
always known for speaking the 
truth.”

Better medical 
services for 
Gaza Strip

GAZA. — A new coronary care unit 
at Shifa Hospital, a new psychiatric 
department there, and a general Im- 
provement In neighbourhood health 
clinics were some of the recent ad- 
vances listed here yesterday by Dr. 
Eli Lash, civilian health officer of 
the Gaza Strip. 

Lash added tha construction of 
another health clinic would start on 
Monday. 

He mode these remarks in answer 
to a question directed at Health 
Minister Eli ezer Shostak concerning 
Improvements In Gaza's health ser- 
vices since the government's deci- 
sion to equalize standards in the ad- 
ministered territories with those In 
Israel. 

Shostak was in Gaza for the 
graduation ceremony of two classes 
of practical nurses and the dedica- 
tion of a new school for registered 
nurses. 4 ’ 

Shostak told the Gazans in his 
speech that many plans are being 
prepared In the Health Ministry In 
light of toe services decision, but 
when later questioned by Tke 
Jerusalem Post he could not give 
specific details of the new 
programme. 

The school for registered nurses, 
which currently consists of 43 pupils, 
has been in existence for over a year 
hut was dedicated yesterday. At the 
ceremonies some 50 local students 
received their diplomas for last 
year's class of practical nurses at 
Shifa Hospital. It bring? to a total of 
257 the number of nurses graduated 
from the school since lts Inception In 
1971. 

A press release from toe Gaza 
military government notes that 
there are now some 450 nurses work- 
ing In the Gaza Strip, as opposed to 
200 In 1967. It states that there is 
presently one nurse for every two 
Hospital beds In Gaza — almost the 
same level as In Israel.

The 
detained villagers had asked the 
magistrate through their attorney 
for permission to attend toe funeral 
but this was denied. The magistrate 
accepted toe police argument that 
toe detained villagers' presence at 
the funeral could aggravate the 
already tense atmosphere in Majd el- 
Kurum. 

Meanwhile hundreds of Galilee 
Arabs yesterday visited the village 
where schools remained closed and 
workers stayed at home to protest 
the arrests and police behaviour 
during toe riots. 


Cities given 
IL200m. to 
get out of red

TEL AVIV. — Representatives of the 
Union of Local Authorities yesterday 
secured an additional IL200m. 
allocation from the government for 
the country's municipalities. 

The union officials, at a meeting 
with the ministers of finance and the 
interior, explained their fears that 
the local authorities would be some 
IL550m. deeper In the red as a result 
of the government's new economic 
policy. 

Finance Minister Slmha Ehrlich 
then instructed bis ministry to in- 
crease the allocations to the local 
authorities by another XL2Q0m, 

The rest of the union's demands 
for funds to make up the additional 
deficit will be studied by a three-man 
committee representing the union 
and the two ministries. The com- 
mittee will make its recommen- 
dations In three weeks. If no agree- 
ment is reached by that time, the 
matter will be decided by the 
ministers of finance and the interior. 

Union secretary-general Ze'ev 
Mellion told The Jerusalem Post that 
"This is a serious move In our direc- 
tion by the government. We were 
glad to find understanding for the 
pUght of local governments.” 

The union had threatened to cur-, 
tail educational and welfare services 
should the cities not receive more 
funds from the government.

The prime minister accepted the 
mayor's invitation to escort him on a 
comprehensive tour of the city right 
after he returns from h is forthcom- 
ing visit to London. 

Over 60 notables from East 
Jerusalem convened in the 
municipal council hall yesterday to 
discuss problems affecting the Arab 
public. The meeting, which was one 
of a series In which the mayor and 
city officials meet with Arab 
leaders, was devoted to a summing 
up of the work of Zvt Ron, adviser on 
East Jerusalem affairs, who is leav- 
ing that position shortly. 

Kollek said that the adviser's Job Is 
one of the most difficult there is, 
since he must act as the represen- 
tative of the ArabB of East 
Jerusalem, who do not yet have any 
part In decision making.

BAZAARIT — THE TALK OF THE TOWN 
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UK may call another 
Rhodesia peace meet 


LONDON (UFI). — Britain 1 a con- 
sidering calling another Rhodesian 
peace conference — possibly to 
Malta — in a Md to end the con- 
tinuing deadlock over transfer of 
power to a black majority govern- 
ment In 1978, government officials 
said yesterday. 

The Foreign Office refused confir- 
mation, but said Malta is one of 
several possible sites under discus- 
sion for holding such a meeting. 

A spokesman said possible dates 
and places for such a conference 
were discussed at a recent meeting 
at Dar es Salaam between Lord 
Carver, Britain's resident 
commissioner-designate for 
Rhodesia, and leaders of the 
nationalist Patriotic Front. 

Carver, who returned on Wednes- 
day night from an apparently un- 
successful round of talks through 
Southern Africa, including a 
meeting with Rhodesian Premier 
twh Smith, was scheduled to report 
to Foreign Secretary David Owes 
yesterday. 

John Graham, an assistant under- 
secretary at the Foreign Office, also 
was to report to Owen on separate 
talks he had earlier this week to ex- 
plain details of the Anglo-American 
peace plan for Rhodesia to white and 
black leaders there. 

Owen will make a statement on 
Rhodesia to Parliament today 
during a debate on the annual mo- 
tion to renew sanctions against the 


breakaway former self-governing 
colony for another year. 

British press reports differed on 
the actual nature of the planned 
meeting in Malta. Some said it would 
only be between Carver and 
Patriotic Front leaders. Others said 
the British government will invite 
Smith and leaders of all the various 
Rhodesian factions to a full scale 
“make or break" peace conference. 

In Salisbury, meanwhile, Smith 
said the Anglo-American majority 
rule blueprint has serious flaws that 
must be removed If the plan is to 
succeed. 

Smith's statement came In a 
message to “friends of Rhodesia" 
associations abroad. It was released 
on the eve of the 12th anniversary of 
Rhodesia’s unilateral declaration of 
Independence from Britain. 

"We have had 12 incredible 
years,” he said, "against all odds and 
most predictions, we have prospered 
where we might have failed, and 
grown stronger where we might 
have fallen Into decline." 

Smith has expressed opposition to 
the plan's provision that Rhodesia be 
governed by a British resident com- 
missioner with wide powers during a 
transitional pre-majority rule 
period. Smith has also resisted the 
proposal that the Rhodesia armed 
forces be replaced by an army based 
mostly on black nationalist 
guerrillas.

Capucci tells PLO official 


France’s feuding leftists 
fail to resolve differences 


PARIS (AP). — France's feuding 
leftist parties held their first 
meeting on Wednesday since their 
electoral alliance split in September, 
but reported no progress towards 
healing the breach. 

Senior officials of the Socialist. 
Communist and Left Radical Parties 
met at the request of Communist 
Central Committee secretary 
Charles Fitermann. He left the 
meeting saying that he was 
“profoundly disappointed by the 
meeting which was In effect totally 
negative." 

A Socialist statement said the par- 
ty found "with great regret that the 
Communist leaders ore not ready to 
resume talks without precon- 
ditions.” No new meeting was 
scheduled. 

Fitermann said the non- 


Communist parties ‘‘held 
tenaciously" to their positions which 
he claimed were a backward step 
from the Joint programme for 
government they adopted in 1971. 

It was argument over how to up- 
date the programme before the 1978 
general election that led to the split, 
with the Socialist and Left Radicals 
not willing to accept Communist 
demands for the projected 
nationalization of nine major firms 
to be extended to over 700 of their 
named subsidiaries. 


Before the split, the alliance 
generally had been expected to win 
power In 1978 after 20 years In op- 
position to the Gaullist-led centre- 
right majority, but recent polls show 
a drop from around 54 to SO per cent 
of voter support. 


'Outside probes’ cut FBI’s work 


ROME (AF). — Greek Archbishop 
HilArioTJ Capucci, released from an 
Israeli prison on Sunday, held a two- 
hour meeting on Wednesday with a 
representative of terrorist leader 
Yasser Arafat and said he would con- 
tinue to back the Palestinian fight 
against Israel. 

"Jesus Christ was the first 
fedayeen. I am just following his ex- 
ample,'' the 55-yeor-old prelate said 
during a conversation in the 
presence of photographer Zouher 
Sa’ad. on assignment here for his 
newspaper. "Al-Safir" in Beirut. 

Capucci, who served nearly three 
years of a 12-year sentence for 
smuggling arms to Palestinian 
terrorists in Jerusalem and the West 
Bank, was released after a personal 
appeal by Pope Paul VI to the Israel 
authorities. 

Capucci met with Staafik al-Hout, 
sent as the personal representative 
of Arafat. Ai-Hout, who is the top 
man in the Palestine Liberation 
Organization in Beirut, has been in 
Rome since Capucd's arrival on 
Sunday. 

The archbishop said that his prison 
cell in Israel was 1.4 metres by 3 
metres and that it had no windows. 


"This is my work. That’s why God 
chose me to be the Archbishop of 
Jerusalem." he said. 

Capucci told al-Hout to take hack 
to the Palestinians Ids message to 
“stay in your place and fight to get 
Jerusalem back." 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) . — Federal 
Bureau of Investigation operations 
against subversive' and extremist 
groups have dropped sharply follow- 
ing implementation of new in- 
telligence policies, according to a 
congressional watchdog agency. 

A report by the General Accoun- 
ting Office ahowed that pending FBI 
Intelligence Investigations dropped 
from nearly 10,000 in mld-1975 to 642* * 
last June. Between March 1970 and 


telllgence dropped from 788 to 143. 

The decline, the report said, was 
attributable to a lack of militant ac- 
tivity by protest groups and the im- 
plementation of guidelines and in- 
vestigative policies by the Justice 
Department and the FBI. 

The report also cited as a factor 
"outside inquiries" Into the FBI's la-

Buddhists who resisted Saigon 
say Hanoi turns on them

PARIS » Reuter). — Vietnam’s 
largest Buddhist movement has just 
smuggled one of its top leaders out of 
the 1 country to launch a world-wide 
campaign against alleged religious 
persecution izv-Vletnam. 

■"The venerable Thick Man Glac, 
who escaped from Vietnam by boat, 
is a leader of the Unified Buddhist 
Church — which throughout the Viet- 
nam war spearheaded Buddhist op- 
position to the pro-American' 
governments of the now-defunct 
Republic of South Vietnam. 

The movement's headquarters is 
the famed An Quang Pagoda In Ho 
Chi Minh City (formerly Saigon), 
from which mass demonstrations 
which toppled South Vietnamese 
cabinets were launched. From the 
pagoda monks went forth to bum 
themselves alive in protest 
demonstrations during the 1960s. 

The Rev. Thich told newsmen in 
Faria this week that he was placed In 
charge of the Buddhist liaison office 
when the Communists took over in 
the South. And, "since the day of 
liberation, Buddhists in Vietnam 
have done their utmost to cooperate 
with the revolutionary government," 
he sa Id. 

"But the new regime Is pursuing a 
policy of shattering the religious 
communities of our country and has 


arrested hundreds of monks, con- 
fiscated hundreds of pagodas and 
converted them to government ad- 
ministration buildings, removed and ; 
smashed Buddha statues and 
prohibited the celebration of 
Buddha '8 birthday as a national 
holiday." he charged. 

The Rev. Thich produced a sheaf of 
letters sent by Buddhist leaders to 
Vietnamese Prime Minister Pham 
Van Dong which he said went un- 
answered. He added that middle- 
rank officials at the new government 
were often corrupt and were perhaps 
taking actions affecting the 
Buddhists which were not ordered by 
the Hanoi authorities. 

The Buddhist leader said his move- 
ment "did not want political 
power... but asked for tolerance and 
the right to participate in the task of 
building life, not as machines but as 
tein mni with win d s and hearts." 

Nobody was immediately 
available at the Vietnamese Em- 
bassy in Paris to comment on his 
remarks. But foreign sources within 
Vietnam said last month that they 
believed government policy towards 
the Buddhists was motivated not by 
anti-religious feelings but by the 
desire to break "a power within the 
country which could have as much 
influence as the government itself." 


No new SALT 
offer in Carter’s 
note to Brezhnev 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Carter made no new proposals 
for negotiations on nuclear arms 
curbs or on any other matter in a 
private letter he sent recently to 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev, 
the White House said an Wednesday. 

Dispatch of the letter was disclos- 
ed after the Soviet news agency Tass 
reported that President Brezhnev 
had told U.S. Ambassador Malcolm 
Toon that Soviet- U.S. relations had 
takpn a turn for the better. 

White House press secretary Jody 
Powell said President Carter had 
sent the letter on the occasion of the 
60th anniversary of the Bolshevik 
Revolution on Monday. 

He refused to disclose its contents 
but said that "there were no new 
U.S. proposals on SALT or anything 
else."

PARIS (Reuter). — France's total ban 
on arms supplies to Sooth Africa un- 
der the UN's mandatory embargo 
baa come too late to damage 
Pretoria's military power In the im- 
mediate future, according to senior- 
French officials. 

-Military 'sources here said that 
South Africa had been careful to 
stockpile arms and spare parts from 
France and elsewhere In anticipa- 
tion of international moves to cut off 
supplies completely. 

Furthermore, the South Africans 
have arranged to build aircraft, mis- 
siles and armoured vehicles under 
licensing arrangements with France 
which will be difficult or impossible 
to cancel. 

“I am afraid we are closing the 
stable door after the horse has 
bolted," a leading French arms 
manufacturer said. 

The most Immediate impact of the 
ban w£U be on the South African 
navy. France will not permit 
delivery of four warships — two cor- 
vettes and two submarines — near- 
ing completion In French shipyards. 

These are the last contracts out- 
standing after a decade of massive 
French arms supplies to South 
Africa. 

French shipbuilders said South 
Africa has claimed the ships are 
already its p ro perty, and Pretoria is 
expected to Insist on taking posses-, 
slon. But French government of- 
ficials insisted that handing the 
vessels over was out of the question. 
The contracts for the ships are es- 


timated to -be worth iMw- francs 
(more than ZLtfOm.), 60 per. cent of 
which haa already been paid.

Hope, la already manned bye South

10 guerrillas

WINDHOEK. South West Africa 
(UFI) . — South African forces-killed 
10 black guerrillas in clashes near 
the Angolan border during the last 
two days, a defence headquarters 
statement said yesterday. 

A statement from the South West 
African (Namibian) command said 
its troops drew “unprovoked fire 
from terrorist mortars in Angola" In 
the past two days. 

The South African side suffered no 
losses during this week’s clashes tn 
the escalating campaign for black 
independence in the disputed 
territory administered by Pretoria. 

Two separate incidents were 
reported. In the first, an Wednesday 
morning, a security patrol was fired 
on with mortars from Angola. The 
fibre was returned. There were no 
losses to the security forces. 

• In the second incident yesterday 
morning, a security force observed a 
group of terrorists north of the 
border and kept them under obser- 
vation. After dark, the security force 
moved their position and at 2:4 5 
the terror is t s opened fire with 
mortars bn the security force's, 
•previous position. The security force 
returned the fire. Again, there were 
nerldsies to the ae$mrity for£ea. the- 
statement said. 

The latest clashes come two weeks 
after South African troops routed 
South West African People’s 
Organization (SWAPO) guerrilla 
bases In Angola, killing 62 
"terrorists" in a 36-hour battle that 
raged backwards and forwards 
across the South West African- 
Angola frontier. Six white troops 
died in the fighting. 


Cyprus resolution 
approved by UN 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — By a 
vote of 116 to 8 with 20 abstentions, 
the UN General Assembly on 
Wednesday night adopted a non- 
aligned resolution asking the Securi- 
ty Council to "adopt all practical 
means” to give effect to its 
resolutions on Cyprus. 

Cyprus Foreign Minister John 
Ghristophldes. a Greek Cypriot, said 
before the vote that such Implemen- 
tation would require withdrawal of 
Turkish' troops from Cyprus, return 
of refugees to their homes and cessa- 
tion of any foreign interference. 

Greece and Turkey are engaged in 
a bitter dispute over control of the 
Mediterranean Island. . Turkish 
troops occupy about one-fourth of 
Cyprus, and Greece controls the 
remainder. 

Saudi Arabian Ambassador Jamil 
Baroody, asking what "and adopt all 
practical means" meant, proposed 
to replace that phrase and the sub- 
sequent words by “with a view to fin- 
ding an equitable solution accep- - 
table to all the parties concerned." 
Baroody suggested that the mention 
of “practical means” was so offen- 
sive to Turkey as to deadlock the . 
lengthy negotiations aimed at settl- 
ing the stand-off between the two 
nations.

*T REALLY don't care under what 
regime I live — be It Fascist, Com- 
munist, So ciali st, democratic, or any 
other — so long as people there are 
free and don't go hungry." The voice 
of Andrei Donatovich Sfoiavsky is os 
soft aa hia handshake, as his glance, 
as his blue Russian shirt over his 
soft, grey slacks. During my two- 
hour interview with Mm I never 
eaw a smile under hia broad beard A- 
la ntttojifc,,. But it must be soft, too, 1 
am sure. 

Looking at Siniavaky I could not 
but think of Ivan Karatayev, th f pea- 
sant hero-anti-hero in Tolstoy’s 
War and Peace. What happens to 
such a man when suddenly he is torn 
off his native, Russian soil — rocky 
as it may be — and has to start a new 
life from scratch? In Paris. Among 
Parisians. 

Nothing seems to have happened 
to him. Karatayev remains 
Karatayev. Sintavsky remained 
Siniavaky — even after the Soviets 
let him out of Russia and locked the 
Iron gates behind Mwi fop ever. 

"Yea, this is the first time I am out 
of Russia,” he says slowly iahn.Hwj r 
his cigarette. "Of course there were 
problems. But they were purely 
technical. Contacts with people. Get- 
ting used to the new audience (I still 
don't speak French, yon know).”' 

AND YET he chose to settle In 
France because he was attracted by 
the French culture which he ab- 
sorbed in Russia, in Russian transla- 
tion of French philosophers, 
writers, poets, in looking at the 
reproductions of French art. Now he 
sees It all in the original. 

"I don't think I could be as comfor- 
table in the U.S..” says Stnlavsky, 
"apart from the fact that I have 
some old friends here with whom I 
corresponded for many years. And 
then, Sorbonne Invited me to lecture 








on the culture of ancient Russia, the 
Russian novel, and the modern 
Soviet poets, Tsvetayeva. 
Mayakovsky and Yessenln." 

Of course he misses Russia. But he 
still keeps In contact with friends 
there. Writes to them. Talks to them 
on the phone. He met some of 
them during his just concluded 
month's stay in Israel. There were 
many warm, friendly meetings and 
talks about the "old days In the con- 
centration camps in Mordovia where 
he spend five years (out of nine, 
given him for publishing hia critical 
articles outside of Russia). 

He came to Israel at the Invitation 
of Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek, 
to stay at the Mlshkenot Sha'ananim 
VIP hostel and relax. But relax he 
didn't: the schedule was much too 
thick, places to see — too many. 
Impact — too strong. What is the 
overall impression of all this? "The 
most amazing intertwining of so 
many languages and civilizations 
into one national pattern." 

SINZAVSKY'5 definitions (we spoke 
In Russian) are precise, short, quick- 
ly formulated, even when he evades 
issues. 

One issue he does evade la his con- 
troversy with Solzhenitsin on the one 
hand 'and the Russian migrant In- 
lelentsla In Paris on the other: 


"When I came to Paris the Rus- 
sian emigrant intelligentzia received 
me with warm enthusiasm. They 
used to come to my lectures. Many 
contacted me. But soon our mutual 
lack of understanding emerged. 

"We spoke Russian, but it seemed 
that we spoke different languages. 
We were of different generations, of 
different experience. They are still 
very naive. They are detached from 
reality. They have a terribly conser- 
vative taste. For them, history 
stopped in 1917. And now It may be 
too late for them to jump over the 
gap which they themselves 
create d." 

"Weren't they slightly shocked by 
your Jewish nom de plume, Abram 
Terz?" I asked. (Slnlavsky still does 
not smile: "Perhaps, somewhat. But 
they do not know that Abram Terz Is 
a name well known in the Odessa un- 
derworld folklore. This la where I 
got it. To me it is acceptable, psy- 
chologically and stylistically. It does 
not sound heroic or noble and 
beautiful. It is a full-blooded name. 
He is an Odessa thief and a Jew. A 
man persecuted and laughed at. 

"However, it's not Abram Terz 
that stands between me and the Rus- 
sian emigrant Intelligentsia. It is 
my criticism of Pushkin, Gogol and 
Dostoyevsky that made them so an- 
tagonistic to me. I love these giants 


of Russian literature, but they (the 
emigrants In Paris), consider my 
writings a sacrilege. Because I take 
them down from their stone 
pedestals and show them as human 
beings with all their human traits. 
You see these two paintings?" 

: Siniavaky points at a gorgeous 39th 
century portrait of Moaes Monteflore 

in a golden frame and then to a 
modern, bright contemporary 
abstract and says: "For them the 
portrait of this gentleman is accept- 
table, while this picture is a 
sacrilege." 

"Your controversy with Alexander 
Solzhenitzln Is of a different nature, I 
presume." 

Siniavaky replies immediately. 
His formula seems to be ready: “I 
cannot support such Russian 
nationalism In state problems. I can- 
not support isolationism. I am not a 
moralist or a preacher with certain 
dictatorship inclinations. I am 
repulsed by It." 

"What is your political in- 
clination ?" 

"I do not consider myself either a 
political activist or a political writer. 

I really don’t care under what 
regime I live, so long as people there 
arc free and don't go hungry." 

"What Is the relationship between 
the Russian dissidents in the Soviet 
Union and the Jewish fighters for

emigration to Israel?" 

"The relationship- is very close. 
The Russian dissidents defend 
human rights, and one of the basic 
human rights Is the right to live 
where one wants to live. There are 
many — Voronel, for instance — who 
are both Russian dissidents and 
fighters for emigration to Israel." 

Here Siniavaky sounds a warning: 
"The Russian dissidents now are In a 
very difficult situation. The govern- 
ment capalgn against them gains 
momentum and we expect new Mala 
and repercussions. But they will not 
be uprooted. The process of thinking 
continues." 

"I understand you had to interrupt 
your vacation In Israel to go to 
Norway." 

"Yes. I received there this year’s 
Prize for Freedom of the Inter- 
national organization Libertas." 

His personal plans for the future 
are clear: “I am now writing a 
novel. No. I cannot give any details. 
And a group of writers in Paris in- 
tends issuing a new literary quarter- 
ly. ‘Syntax.* I shall be writing 
there." 

"Do you think you will ever go 
back to Russia?" 

"No." After a longlah pause: "No, 

I don't think so..."

MEANWHILE, reports tram Bihar, 
Uttar Pradesh.

— suggest that Harljans are still vic- 
tims of cruel persecution. A 30 -year- 
old Harljan was beaten to death with' 
staves in Orissa when caught steal- 
ing yams; high-caste Andhra 
Pradesh villagers have Imposed a 
£3.50 ffnu on anyone who dares talk 
to society's outcasts; in Tamil Nadu, 
Harljans are treated as slaves. 

Elsewhere, they are refused living 
wages, denied access to temples and 
even municipal roads and parks, not 
allowed to draw water from village 


BUT IT WOULD be a simplification 
to see the problem only in terms of 
religious stratification. It has social, 
economic and political overtones 
which defy solutlgn. 

For 30 years, successive Congress 
regimes have lavished special 
favours on Harljans — money 
grants, free education and ear- 
marked jobs — which has created a 
vested Interest in backwardness. 
The Congress Party's only Interest 
lay In votes. These were guaranteed 
by a bunch of cynical Harljan 
leaders, who supported the ruling 
party In exchange for the lucrative 
privileges which they kept for 
themselves. 

The rich peasant is the most im- 
portant feature of the Janata Party's 
power base.

Singh’s own constituency of 
Meerut is notorious for its caste 
crimes; the Communists claim that 
a 13-year-old Harljan girl was raped 
and murdered there in September. 
YET THE recrudescence of conflict 


Beyond that. Third World am- 
bassadors keep coming back to the 
matter of style.

Mfanafuthl Makatlni. UN 
representative of the African 
National Congress, says he had tried 
unsuccessfully for years to talk to 
U.S. ambassadors.

At B o'clock one morning recently, 
Makatlni found himself seated at the 
U.S. ambassador’s breakfast table, 
having a plate of ham and eggs with 
Young and Ms family. Observes

NIGERIA'S Harriman says that 
after Young vetoed three African 
resolutions last week that called for 
sweeping economic as well as 
military sanctions against South 
Africa, people asked him: “Weren't 
you shocked to see Andrew Young 
raise Ms hand to cast those vetoes?" 

"We're not such fools," Harriman 
responds angrily. “Andrew Young 
might be black, but Andrew Young 
cannot act except within the 
framework of the foreign policy of 
his country.” 

But while Young may not make 
policy, most of his colleagues at the 
UN believe he strongly influences it 


— an impression Young fosters with 
frequent conversational references

BUT HAS Young's detente with the 
Third World — a dramatic change 
from the days when U.S. am- 
bassadors were taking the floor in 
the UN to denounce the "tyranny of 
tbe majority" — actually made a 
difference on any votes? Many 
delegates say the answer Is "yes." 

"This final resolution imposing the 
arms embargo on South Africa." 
says the OAU's Ouattara. "We don't 
like it. But Andy Young did Ms best. 
We let it go because of the general ef- 
fort which has been deployed by peo- 
ple like Andy Young." 

"But with the gentle words of An- 
drew Young," says Harriman 
“many of us were able to persuade 
our friends, ‘Why should we be 
awkward about things like this’?"

"We A Means tend to be sentimen- 
tal about,, brotherhood," says the 
African National Congress's 
Makatlni. "Young gets away with a 
hell of a lot more than Moynihan 
could ever get away with.” 

Makatlni cited Young's statement 
a week ago favouring continued U.S. 
nuclear cooperation with South 
Africa, adding: "If that statement 
had been made by Moynihan, the 
Africans would have been up in 
arms."

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Another good item on the weekend 
television was the Interview with 
poor Prof. . Aumon Rubinstein, mour- 
ning for the tost virtue of the DMC.

Why not in- 
troduce Israelis to the Incomparable 
Phyllis? 

■ANOTHER new programme, with all 
kinds ' of possibilities.

to be a game, in private he can be 
very light-hearted ; on the screen he 
tends to become stern, priggish and 
didactic, rather like an old- 
fashioned schoolmaster.

Deriving the 
meaning of 
‘Philistine * 


BIBLICAL BYWAYS 
Louis I. Rablnowltz 


ONE OF the most beautiful and 
stimulating of Biblical similes, of 
which the prophet Isaiah is especial- 
ly fond, though it la not confined to 
him, la that which the rabbis have 
summed up succinctly in four 
words: "JEin mayim ela Toro." 

It can be paraphrased by saying 
that what water Js to the physical 
world, the Tore is in the world of the 
spirit. Irrigating the parched and 
arid places of the soul and causing 
the hidden seed of good In every man 
to germinate, sprout and produce Its 
fruits. 

Of tbe many examples of this 
simile in the Bible, I shall give only 
two from Isaiah: 

“For I will pour water upon him 

that is thirsty and floods upon the 
dry ground. I will pour my spirit 
upon thy seed, and my blessing upon 
thine offspring. And they shall spr- 
ing up as among the grass, as 
willows by the water courses.” 

And there is the sustained simile in 
chapter 95: 

"For as the rain cometh down and 
the snow from heaven, and return eth 
not thither, but watereth tbe earth, 
and maketh it bring forth and bud, 
that it may give seed to the sower 
and bread to the eater: So shall my 
word be that goeth forth out of my 
mouth: it shall not return unto me 
void, but It shall accomplish that 
which I please, and it shall prosper 
whereto I send it." ” * 

Let us consider these similes and 
the word "Philistine." As a term of 
contempt, meaning merely "the 
enemy" or "the outsider," It 
appears first in English In the 17th 
century. Matthew Arnold In his es- 
say on Heinrich Heine among his 
"Essays in Criticism" (i860) first 
used the word in the way It is now 
accepted, the enemy of culture who 
is, in Arnold's words, "inaccessible 
and impatient to ideas." 

How did he derive this meaning? I 
am convinced that the source was 
the application of this Biblical simile 
to a passage In this week's portion. 
"All the wells which his father’s ser- 
vants had dug in the days of 
Abraham his father, the Philistines 
hurl stopped and filled with earth." 
(Gen. 26. 19} 

The "Philistine” is a person who, 
to his own Iosb and disadvantage, 
stops up the wells of living waters 
that constitute the dominance of the 
Divine spirit In the world!

The songs 
wQl be a mixture of Christmas carols 
and a bit of Americana — Gene 
Autry’s “Back fa the Saddle" among 
them.

• of Elvis Presley, top: "This Train is 
Bound for Glory." 

Cash will recall In the special his 
previous trips to Israd in 1968 and 
1971. The second time he was here he 
made a movie, "Gospel Road," that 
was bought by 20th Century-Pox and 
sold to World Wide Pictures of Bur- 
bank. California. It is part of 
evangelist Billy Graham's organisa- 
tion. 

The fflm now is in distribution in 
500 churches throughput America, 
giving Cash a hit of a reputation as 
an evangelist. 

He is not an evangelist, despite bis 
strong religious feelings and faith in 
his Pro testantism that pulled him 
through the worst period of his life 


when he was lost in a foggy world of 
alcohol, barbiturates and 
amphet amines . Now he drinks Iced 
tea, at least in public. 

Cash spent a year making “Gospel 
Road.” a project he seems to view as 
having repaid a debt to his religion 
for getting him through the worst 
times. "I would like to be 
remembered for it,” Cash said of the 
film. "I can't call what 1 do 
evangelism except for ’Gospel 
Road,* and then only after it was 
taken out of tny hands.” 

Cash Is 43 and looks older, despite 
the lack of gray in his dark hair. The 
age is in his brown eyes, on his lined 
face. The sensitivity that he projects 
In Ws songs, many of them written 
by himself, comes through in conver- 
sation and belies the tough, truck- 
driver image he assumes by wearing 
all black. 

The deep voice for which be is 
renowned is the same in conversa- 
tion as It is in song. He Is soft spoken 
and in dealing with strangers as Is as 
gracious as a blue-blooded' 
aristocrat. He bas a knack for 
remembering names. 

His sensitivity is reflected in his 
impression of a visit to Masada. 
“Masada was the most stirring, In- 
spiring thing I’ve ever seen,” he' 
said.

IF YOU’RE squeamish, this *Uwn is 
you nor Jtor your children — 
this Is no Tarzaa adventure. It is a 
true story. 

In 197S Robert Harper, an 
American executive, flew into the 
Pacific island of Mindanao to Inspect 
a research outpost in the jungle. The 
camp was deserted. He and Ms com- 
anions found themselves trapped 
y a stone-age tribe of cannibals. 
Harper, alone, survived the most 
grotesque and horrible ordeals. 

Intent on authenticity, Italian 
director Ruggero Deodato took his 




actors, film crew and a military 
detachment back to the same spot 
among the cannibals to reconstruct 
these horrendous events. 

His cameras penetrate the cave- 
home and way of life of the tribe, 
capturing on film their weapons, 
ceremonies, sexual habits, cruel 
rituals and an act of cannibalism. 
Where he does not actually ex- - ' 
perlence, he convincingly simulates 
— as in the birth of a female child at 
the river's edge, tossed by its mother 
into the current for a crocodile 

Massimo FoacM, as Harper, does 
a splendid job in an obviously 
demanding, unorthodox, and un-clad 
role. Dialogue is minimal; the jungle 
is alive; and there are some amazing 
scenes, sickening in their 
primitiveness, remarkable In their 
filming.

At the recent World Championship 
in Manila, the deal was played six 
times. On the way to four spades. 
South bid diamonds and North hid 
clubs. 

Three players of foe six Wests 
found the winning play. He could 
lead either a spade or a heart at 
Trick Two. A spade lead would cut 
down on declarer’s ability to ruff 
diamonds in dummy. A heart poses a 
problem: Which heart do you lead? 

If you decide to play a spade, the 
following would be the probable se- 
quence of winning cards: Trick 2: 
South winning in band; 3. Diamond 
ruff In dummy — queen, ace, trump ; 
4. Club king: 5. Club ace -discarding 
a heart; 8. Club jack, with East ruf- 
fing and South over-ruffing; 7, Dia- 
mond jack; 8. Diamond ruff with the 
ace In dummy; 9. Club ruff; 10 and 
11. high trumps — making the con- 
tract. 

If you chose a heart, the winning 
play Is the heart jack. The ace will 
kill the queen, and a heart return 
gives the defence two more heart 
tricks, setting the contract.

ALTHOUGH DEMOGRAPHIC 
studies hardly constitute the most 
enthralling reading for laymen, 
careful mining can produce material 
not only of intrinsic interest, but 
basic to studies in many other fields. 
“Papers In Jewish Demography 
1973,” which has just been published 
by the Hebrew University’s Institute 
of Contemporary Jewry, but is based 
on papers delivered at the Congress 
of Jewish Studies four years ago. 
contains valuable contributions un- 
der the editorship of U.O. Schraelz, 
P. Glikaon and S. Della Pergola. 
Here are a few selections from its 
broad range of subjects. 

SWITZERLAND: During World War 
17, 23,000 Jewish refugees found 
sanctuary in Switzerland, their 
numbers at the time exceeding those 
of the local population. After the 
war, they were not permitted to re- 
main with the exception of 2,000 
elderly. Since the war, some Jewish 
refugees (from Hungary in 3956 and 
from Czechoslovakia in X9S8) were 
allowed to settle permanently, and a 
number of North African Jews have 
made their homes there since the 
1960s. 

This Immigration has been small, 
but sufficient to check the natural 
decline in the Jewish population. In 
fact, for the last 60 years (apart from 
the war period) , the number of Jews 
in Switzerland bas remained 
between 18,000-21.000. 

The infl ux, however, has come to a 
stop. Public opinion has been deman- 
ding that there be no further in- 
crease in the proportion of 
foreigners in the Swiss population, 
and restrictions on all immigration 
have been severely tightened. 

The community Is highly ur- 
banized with 84 per cent of the Jews 
in cities. It is also rapidly ageing: 
there are few young people and over 
half the Jewish women in the coun- 
try are past child-bearing age. The 
out-marriage rate has risen sharply, 
and tMs poeea a aertoua threat to 


Jewish survival th£re. Over the 
generation the percentage of Jews 
marrying a non- Jewish partner has 
risen from 32 to 42. Every third 
Jewish woman and every second 
man marry out of the faith. 

The Jews in Switzerland ore well 
educated, mostly middle class and 
are not particularly prominent in the 
economy. They do not dominate any 
single branch of business. They are 
neither conspicuous among the In- 
telligentsia nor are they numerous in 
the liberal professions. In every 
respect they maintain a low profile. 
(From the study by Kurt B. Mayer of 
Berne.) 

SOUTH AFRICA: No less than 98.6 
per cent of South Africa’s Jews are 
urban dwellers. Compared with the 
general urban population, Jews are 
highly over-represented In the 
professional, administrative and 
sales occupations and grossly under- 
represented in blue collar jobs 
(production workers). The pattern is 
very similar to that of Jews In the 
U.S. 

Many Jewish university students 
are talking general arts degrees, 
which have no practical objective, 
and a considerable number drop out 
without taking degrees. It is not as 
easy to enter the family business as 
previously. Many such businesses 
have become public companies, 
precluding automatic family succes- 
sion. 

In industry, Jews are strongly 
represented in commerce and 
finance, less strongly In manufac- 
ture and services (Including some of 
the professions) and highly under- 
represented in construction, elec- 
tricity. transport and mining. 
Throughout the economy, there is a 
higher proportion of employers 
among Jews than in the white pop- 
ulation as a whole. (From a paper by 
Mervyn Cohen and Alllc A. Dubb.) 

UNITED STATES: A major 
nationwide survey asked Jewish 


household heads to identify 
themselves by religious Ideology. 
Forty per cent classified themselves 
as Conservative; 30 per cent as 
Reform; 12 per eent called 
themselves “just Jewish" without 
any specific ideology; and 11 per 
cent Orthodox. Conservative 
predominance prevails In all age 
strata. The relevance of this infor- 
mation to current Zsrael-Diospora 
religious issues is obvious. 

On Jewish education, the survey 
finds that 56 per cent of ail Jewish 
children receive at least some 
Jewish education before reaching 
age 13. The highest enrolment Is In 
the 8-11 age bracket. After the age of 
33, there 19 at first a gradual drop 
sad after the age of 36. a dramatic 
drop. Twenty-seven per cent of the 
adult Jews In Jewishiy-identificd 
households reported that they had 
never had any Jewish education in 
their lives; the proportion was 
higher among females (37 per cent) 
than males (38 per cent). 

Current trends show that Jewish 
girls of this generation arc more 
likely to receive some Jewish educa- 
tion than their mothers but among 
the boys, the position is similar to 
that of their fathers. Eighty per cent 
of the young men had a bar raltsva: 
(ess than half that number of young 
women bad a bat mltzva. 

As to observance, there Is less 
regard for the Sabbath and the 
dietary laws among the young. 
Pessah remains very frequently 
observed, especially the Seder ser- 
vice. Hanukka is another popular oc- 
casion — among children and 
parents in the 30-49 age group (far 
the soke of the children). 

Asked whether they regard their 
home as very Jewish, only a third of 
those under 30 answered in the affir- 
mative. But asked If they would 
switch from being Jewish to being 
something else, if this could be done 
easily. 94 per cent of everyone sur- 
veyed rejected such a proposal.

An. excellent example is 3: three 
long, spaced, wires rise and curve on 
the right of a marble mast, while 
three short ones act similarly on Its 
lower left; proportions, symmetry 
and positioning create a perfect 
static axis. The uneven, bunched 
iron rods. “Space 7” (7), suggest a 
sheaf of spears, thrust upwards by 
their unequal extremities; an im- 
pression of flight Into the air is 
created.

It is deer that Green often 
thinks In botanical terms. Take 4.

OTTO KER8TEN. secretary- 
general of the 90 million strong Inter- 
national Confe dera tion of Free 
Trade Unions fICJTU), praises the 
Israeli decision not to follow the U.S. 
out of the International Labour 
Organization. The position of the 
Government and the Histadrut is 
that, since there is no alternative to 
the ILO. it la heat to fight from 
within. Kersten notes that the ILO Is 
the only UN agency In which an 
Israeli — the Hlatadrut's Gideon 
Ben-Israel — serves on Its governing 
body. Ben- Israel was elected on the 
ICFTU slate. 

Because the ILO is the only 
organization with the machinery to 
follow up the violation of human and 
trade union rights, it should sot he 
abandoned to "an unholy alliance of 
Communists, Fascists and reac- 
tionaries,” he says. The ICFTU 
wants to Join forces with all 
democratic elements in the organiza- 
tion in order to counter these trends. 

Kersten regrets that detente has 
not yet reached the ILO. He agrees 
with the analysis of the U.S. delega- 
tion, but not with its drastic decision 
to walk out. Obviously, the ILO 
should deal with social problems and 
not with irrelevant political Issues, 
he stresses, adding the hope that the 
U.S. will shortly review Its position 
and return to the organization. 

A great friend of Israel and a fre- 
quent visitor here, the 49-year-old 
labour leader warns that should the 
Arab states try anything so extreme 
a s see king Israel's expulsion, the 
ICFTU — which controls 12 of the 38 
seats In the ILO governing body — 
would mobilize many other countries 
to leave too. 

Kersten would also like to see the 
U.S. back In the ICFTU, which it left 
in 1969. He has been invited to the 
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OJ to Eerstoo 

GLENN E. WATTS is vice-president 
of the AFL-CIO. He headed Its 
fraternal delegation id the Histadrut 
convention, as a demonstration of 
U.S. labour’s solidarity with Israeli 
labour and support for Israel. This 
was underlined by the presence of a 
delegation from the United 
Automobile Workers of America, 
and a sizeable contingent from 
COPE, the political arm of the 
American trade union movement The 
amiable, 58- year -old Watts is presi- 
dent of the 6 00, 000- strong Com- 
munications Workers of America. 

Bora in South Carolina, Watts is 
said to have been among the first 
labour leaders to believe In Jimmy 
Carter’s presidential prospects; he 
subsequently helped to deliver the 
labour vote. 

Watts's warm Identification with 
Israel's cause Is on record. He Is one 
of the most internationally minded 
AFL-CIO leaders — he opposed leav- 
ing the ILO, Is happy that Israel Is 
staying in, and Is for rejoining the 
IlCFTU. Watts reports that AFL-CTO

CIO convention In Los Angeles next 
mont h, wh en the Issue of rejoining 
the ICFTU will come up. 

WHEN ASKED about world labour's 
attitude to the Likud Government, 
Kersten says that they respect the 
outcome of democratic elections. 
But. he continues, "we expect con- 
servative governments to respect 
the social infrastructure and trade 
union rights. I would like to advise 
your government that the introduc- 
tion of compulsory arbitration for 
labour disputes Is In direct con- 
tradiction of Covenant 98 of the 
ILO." 

The Labour leader caused quite a 
stir when be raised this matter dur- 
ing a TV interview in Australia, 
which he visited just before coming 
here. "We took a position, before 
Milton Friedman came to Israel, 
against his monetarist theories. In 
our modern democracies we have to 
take into account, more than ever 
before, the basic needs and social 
conseq uences of economic policies." 

The ICFTU fears that ideas such 
as Friedman’s would undermine the 
social character of trade unions, 
which are already threatened by 
bureaucratically-run, centralized 
economies. 

World trade unions also wish to 
fight terrorism and hijacking, and 
Kersten mentions an impending 
meeting with tFALPA. the pilots 1 un- 
ion. The UN General Assembly con- 
demnation of hijacking was hardly 
binding, he notes, and the unions 
must seek to protect people. Trade 
unions In each country will now de- 
mand proper airport security 
arrangements similar to those in 
Israel. West Germany, Britain and 
the U.S. 

Asked for his Impressions of the 
stormy opening session cf ' the 
Histadrut convention, Kersten says: 
"It could be said to be the product cf 
democracy. I think, In this case, it 
was overdone, especially at an open- 
ing session and the way the Presi- 
dent of your State was Insulted. X 
have never seen such a performance 
in my- many years of trade union ex- 
perience. I fear that such behaviour 
may Indicate a situation where the 
Histadrut will be weakened by the 
behaviour of its own right-wing."

What emerges from a talk with 
Watts la the extent to which the 
Carter Administration is striving to 
persuade Israel's friends in 
Washington of the validity of its 
policy towards the Jewish State. He 
had breakfast at the White House 
just before flying to Jerusalem for 
the Histadrut convention, and was 
supplied with a copy of Carter's 
speech to the World Jewish Congress 
assembly. 

Watts advises both Israel and the 
U.S. labour movement "to get used 
to the idea that we have a friend in 
the White Kcuse. I know its hard *io 
accept tins), out it's true." he says 
with a disarming grin. He does not 
accept the nolicn that Carter is 
rushing to get the Geneva con- 
ference going at Israel’s expense. 

Meany's criticism o£ the joint U.S.- 
Soviet statement was "a knee-jerk 
reaction," and fcls position has 
"moderated" since. "The present 
Administration warns to make a big 
jump to Geneva. They had to bring In 
ihc Russians, because they can't go ' 
to the -conference without he .

THE AFL-CIO vice-president 
recently attended a seminar rur. by 
Washington's American University, 
whose president is his old friend 
Joseph Sisco. The participants In- 
cluded most of the Establishment 
figures involved in the region and 
business people. What he heard was: 
"Israel is stronger now than she was 
at the beginning of 1973. The Arabs 
cannot afford a war, but nor can they 
afford to let things carry on aa they 
are." This, watts points out, is part 
of the justification fqr the Ad- 
ministration’s policy — the Arabs 
cannot sit still for too long. "Thus , 
there must be some movement so 
that Sadat can sell his ideas to Arab 
radicals.” 

Watte feels this view was borne out 
by the recent remarks of Foreign 
Minister Moahe Dayan-on the need to 
maintain the diplomatic momentum. 
However, the labour leader Is most 
unhappy with what Dayan reported- 
ly said about Israel-South Africa 
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relations "being none of America's 
business.” “In that case," he says, 
"people are going to say there are 
other things happening to Israel 
which are none of our business." Be 
warns that South Africa Is rapidly 
becoming a burning Issue In 
America, and UN Ambassador 
Young’s position Is enjoying 
widespread support. This trend must 
be taken into account by Israel. 
Watts* friendly advice Is that failure 
to do so "could get Israel Into trouble 
with U.S. public opinion." 

MANUEL GARNACHO, 87, Is one of 
the leaders of Spain's socialist trade 
union federation, the UGT ( Union 
General de Tmbajadores). He came 
here to register his movement's sup- 
port far Israeli labour. He notes that 
In a recent debate on Spanish Middle 
East policy Jn the Cortes 
(parliament!, the socialist PSOE 
party— which won 32 per cent of the 
vote in the first general elections 
since the Civil War — was the only 
faction to mention the need for full 
diplomatic relations with Israel. 

The personable trade unionist 
points out that only this April was his 
labour movement given an official 
permit to make public appearances. 
With Franco's death and the dis- 
appearance of the Falangist regime, 
the old government-sponsored 
workers' syndicates fell to pieces. 
The UGT is just beginning to work in 
the open, and It is encouraged by Its 
progress. La3t year, It had 11,000 
members; it hopes to have 2, 500,000 
members by the end of the year. 
Alongside the socialist party, the 
UGT Is a fighting Opposition to the 
Suarez Government, which, he says, 
cooperates with the Communist Par- 
ty and the trade unions for fear of 
socialist successes at the works com- 
mittee elections In December and 
the local elections next spring. 

Gamacho is interested In the 
Histadrut experience with 
cooperative enterprises, remarking 
that the cooperative movement is 
spreading throughout Spain. 
Moreover, the UGT Is now fighting in 
court for the return of some of Its 
assets, which were confiscated by 
the Franco regime during the Civil 
War. What is fascinating, he says, Is 
the extent to which Spanish workers 
kept faith with their traditional 
democratic organizations despite 
the nearly 40-year Falangist hiatus. 
There was an immediate rallying to 
the socialist movement as soon os 
they revived the UGT and the PSOE. 

Garnacho is here with Alfonso 
Echeverria, general secretary of 
3asque Workers' Union, who sees 
resemblances between his move- 
ment and the Histadrut — bath could 
claim to be labour organizations and 
movements for national revival. The 
Basques — Echeverria stresses — do 
not regard themselves as Spanish. 
Even the sons of those Spaniards 
who migrated to the Basque 
province for its job opportunities 
have become Basqtie nationalists. 

At this point Gamacho interjects 
with the Information that the 
socialists won more votes in the 
Basque province than the 
nationalists, and support their 
aspirations for autonomy, but not for 
separatism. Echeverria concedes it 
Is utopian to aspire to separatism; 
but they want autonomy as a start, 
like the Catalans (who recently won 
theirs from the Central Government 
in Madrid). 

Echeverria says the Basques have 
sympathy for Israel — apparently, 
there is an historical bond between 
their movement and Zionism that 
goe3 back to the 1930s. 
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SOME SPOKESMEN of Oz 
Veahalom ore themselves not free of 
bo me of the bad traits they attribute 
to Gush Emunim. Among these ore a 
claim to exclusive knowledge of how 
we ought to deal with the territorial 
question In the light of Jewish tradi- 
tion, and an occasional distortion of 
terms and contexts. 

(Oz Veahalom, which some people 
call "the movement for sane 
Religious Zionism," is a group of 
former and present members of the 
National Religious Party who 
organized themselves about two 
years ago to oppose the Gush 
Emunim trend in Religious 
Zionism.) 

A few examples of the tendency 
are to be found In an article by Uriel 
Simon, professor of Bible at Bar-Hail 
University and a leading Oz 
Veshalom figure. In the October 28 
edition of "Yediot Aharonot” He 
starts out by talcing the Government 
;to task for presenting the problem of 
Jewish settlement fa Samaria as one 
between us and the U.S.. whereas it 
is "fundamentally one between us 
and our neighbours." 

Of course it is. And I have always 
thought that it was precisely because 
of a certain assessment of our 
relations with our neighbours and 
because of certain considerations of 
principle that many of us hold which 
may be broadly described as the 
Gush Emunlm-Land of Israel 
Movement-Begln view on the 
territorial question. Members of Oz 
Veshalom are free to argue with that 
assessment and those considerations 
and conclusions, but they caxmot say 
they do not exist. 

As for the U.S.. I do not understand 
how it comes into this as the other 
party to the dispute. I understand 
that we are interested fa America as 
the one major power that has not yet 
placed itself squarely fa the opposite 
camp. Therefore, we hope to per- 
suade It of the justice and wisdom of 
our case so that it may support us 
where It might count. 

Prof. Simon describes our dispute 
with the Arabs as one between 
neighbours, each of whom is trying 
to persuade the judge as to the 
justice of his own case. (The U.S. Is 
suddenly no longer adversary but 
judge.) In so doing, he continues, the 
adversaries forget that whatever the 
judge rules. Imposing his judgment 
on the loser, the victor must then live 
with his neighbour and not with the 
judge. So the adversaries had better 
not ignore each other's just claims, 
and ought to try and settle things out 
of court. 

This Is a charming analogy, except 
for Its implication of a perfect 
symmetry in the Arab-Jewish dis- 
pute. It ignores the heavy weight of 
history and law In our favour, and It 
ignores our efforts to meet our 
neighbours halfway, if not more, 
since the dispute started to take its 
from at the time of the Balfour 
Declaration. 

It also ignores the fact that the dis- 
pute is no longer just between ua and 
the Palestinian Arabs, with the U.S. 
sitting as sole judge. The entire 
“Arab world," nearly all the Moslem 
countries and most of the "Third 
World" have joined our neighbours’ 
side in the litigation. What is more, 
they are fa the courtroom not only as 
co-plain tiffs (or co-defendants), but 
also as co- judges, along.- with .the 
many others crowding the bench 
alongside the U.S.

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PROF. SIMON goes on to say that 
the moral person must bear in mind 
that the blame in a dispute cannot 
possibly be entirely on one side. 
Therefore, we must hear, and give 
fair consideration to, our adver- 
sary’s claims. 

Beautiful advice. I hope that Oz 
Veahalom Is giving similar advice to 
our neighbours, among whom there 
may also be moral persons wishing 
to know where they have been unfair 
to the Jews.

Oz Veahalom people generally 
prefer to discuss the matter of 
Jewish settlement fa Judea-Samarla 
from the moral and religious rather 
than the political-security stand- 
point. This because, aa Prof. Simon 
puts It, "for the religious Jew, every 
dispute — private or national — Is 
also a matter between him and his 
Maker." Such a Jew must therefore 
be sure that his actions are in keep- 
ing with God's requirements of him, 
in keeping with 'the Tora way," ac- 
cording to the appropriate scale of 
values. He is afraid, however, that fa 
doing so he lays open to acc- 

usations of “faint-hearted defeatist,” 
"tender-souled Idealist," "Arab- 
lqver," "self-hater," and the like. 
We Jews, he says, tend to employ 
such epithets against fellow Jews 
"who concede that the Palestinians 
have a national right In part of Eretz 
TisraeL" 

Indeed, some nationalist ex- 
tremists tend to do so, just as some 
universalist extremists like to hurl 
such epithets aa at&vfat, chauvinist, 
militarist. But I do not remember 
that the overwhelming majority of 
the people ever adopted this- tone 
against many leaders of the .pre-.

URIEL SIMON Is sure that a majori- 
ty of. ns "are ready... to agree to 
territorial compromise fa Judea and 
Samaria."

Donald TanaeUe. president of the 
Merchants Bank, of Indianapolis. In- 
diana, is one of the 20 non-Jewish 
bankers, scattered throughout the 
U.S.. who deposited a total of HOOm.

(Its former director-general,. 
Tehoshua Bension, was recently 

pardoned after serving two years in 

prison for spiriting $47m. out of 
Israel.) 

TanaeUe, 53, deposited for Us hank • 
$4,730,000 in Israel-Brltlsh. “Uke the 
other bankers, we thought it wss> 
safe, and more then anything else we 
thought we were helping Isra el .” So 
far be has been able to recover 20 per 
cent, another 18 to 20 per cent wffl 
'probably be salvaged from the TP 
bank disaster. 

But Tanselle has a plan which will 
enable him, and the other 19 


bankers, to regain all their money 
without costing the state a cent, and* 
he has conducted talks with Israeli 
senior government officials.

However, Tanselle also said that 
"the collapse of the Israel-Brltlsh 
Bank hurt Israel much more ibw-p 
anyone realizes. A lot of investors 
abroad lost confidence in Israel. If 
you check bock, you win see that in- 
vestments have fallen off con- 
siderably since then.” He believes 
Ms plan will restore confidence of in- 
vestors In Israel and renew the flow 
of Investments. 

Tanselle did not always feel so 
kindly about Israel. After he learned 
■that Israel-Brltlsh collapsed, he had 
.a "not very good feeling about 
Israel." He was In London at the 
time, in 1975, and he was persuaded 
by Leon Cbamey, a Hebrew- 
speaking lawyer from New York, 
and a friend, to run over to Israel 
and see the country for himself. 

This first visit convinced Mm of 
■the future of the country, and Ms se- 
cond and third visits drove home this 
feeling in depth.

TEL AVIV. — The no-frills 
“Holiday-class" fare proposal of El 
A1 chairman-designate Mordechal 
Ben-Ari took a major step towards 
| approval yesterday when it received 
the support of the secretary-general 
of the International Air Transport 
Association (IATA) , a company 
spokesman reports. 

The Ben-Ari plan 'la to allocate 
most of the seats on scheduled air- 
line flights for passengers foregoing 
in-flight service. These passengers 
would pay considerably less than the 
regular passengers, who get served 
with food and drink. 

Ben-Ari believes that the lower 
prices would attract more 
passengers, and help the airlines In- 
crease their load factors. 

A number of airlines currently 
attending the IATA annual con- 
ference in Madrid are reported 
enthusiastic about the plan. They see 
it as a possible way of rescuing them 
from the economic difficulties which 
many at them face. 

Ben-Ari is seeking IATA approval 
for the plan, and the endorsement by 


the association secretary-general is 
seen as a major boost for its chances 
of being accepted. 

£3 AT a outgoing managing direc- 
tor has been seeking approval for his 
plan for over three years. With the 
operation of Freddie Laker’s no- 
frilla Skytraln on the Atlantic run, he 
hopes that the scheduled airlines will 
now accept that they can only com- 
pete by adopting a similar tactic for 
at least a proportion of their 
passengers. 


Arlda raises prices 


The price of ArJda inland flights 
will go up by 43.6 per cent on Sunday, 
bringing the Tel Aviv-Eilat one-way 
fare up to IL490 (from IL842).

Gov’t buys back

HAIFA. — A credit crisis involving 
about IL200m. has developed among 
the country’s fuel distributors as a 
result of the higher prices brought on 
[ by the NEP. 

The Pas company alone, whose 
sales account lor 48 per cent of the 
market, faces a shortage of ILlOOm. 
“This is an amornit we can’t finance 
to “maintain the credit terms we 
customarily offer our customers,” 
general manager Teshayahu 
Lachover said this week. "The 
Government’s 90-day credit freeze 
forces us to shorten our credit period 
by one quarter. We had to advise our 
153 filling station operators to cut the 
credit period they In turn give their 
customers." 

The country’s petrol stations 
have warned that unless the 
traditional credit terms are upheld, 
the sale of fuels would stop. 
Lachover explained that Pas 
stations are granted credit for 
periods varying from two to eleven 
days, with an average of a little over 
three days. TMa involves a total 
credit, at any given time, of over 
IL25m.. or XLSm. a day. he said. 

“What the station operators now 
want would increase that three-day 
period to five days, which would 
mean for ua an extra ZL40xn. of 
credit for this group of customers 
alone, which accounta for only 10 to 
12 per cent of our total Bales," 
Lachover explained. “We have 


referred the problem to the Energy 
Minister, because we are unable to 
solve It. We assume that the other 
fuel companies (Sonol and Delek) 
are In a similar position." 

The bulk of customers are in- 
dustrial consumers. (Delek ’a shere 
in the market Is 29 per cent, Bonol’s 
close to a quarter.). 

The three companies get their 
fuels from the local refineries and 
pay all taxes right away. Two thirds 
of the price of petrol goes for taxes, 
and only one third represents the 
price of the crude oil and refining 
costs. 

Paz is the oldest of the country’s 
fuel distributors and began its 
career as Shell in the twenties. To- 
day one third of its shares are held 
by the Government, one third by a 
charitable foundation set up by Sir 
Isaac Wolfson, and one third by a 
French company. The firm Is now 
setting up a subsidiary, Paz Oil Ex- 
plorations, which will engage in 
drilling, Lachover said. 

Petrol consumption baa not shrunk 
since the introduction of the NEP. 

but it’s to early to assess its Impact. 
During the past four years the total 
consumption, of all fuels has remain- 
ed almost static, compared with ait 
eight to twelve per cent annual rise 
before the Tom Kippur War. Con- 
sumption of petrol has gone up by 
four per cent at the most, despite the 
growth in the number of cars, 
Lachover noted. 


The Knesset Finance Committee is 
Inclined to allocate $2 .2m. for the 
repurchase of a plot in Tel Avlv’a 
MansMye quarter, which the Cana- 
dian Pacific company (CP) bought 
for tt.lm. in 1673 from the Israel 
Lands Administration. 

Canadian Pacific had planned to 
build a 600-room hotel on the site, but 
its plana were frustrated by the 1974 
building freeze. Meanwhile the com- 
pany had spent 8700.000 on land Im- 
provements. Inspectors set the basic 
value of the plot today at 31.5m., so 
that together with the improvements 
Its value is now $2.2m. 

The Treasury . prefers to 
repurchase the land from CP, 
because otherwise it would have to 
come across with a low-interest loan 
for about HA80m. it had promised 
the Canadian Investors. 

The Knesset Finance Committee 
has established a subcommittee to 
set the exact terms of the 
Canadian Pacific, meanwhile, has 
decided to assist the company which 
is putting up the Laromme hotel in 
the Manahlye quarter to finish its 
project. CP will then manage the 
completed hotel, as it does other 
hotels here. 


Anti-dumping regulations

The imposition of a levy on textiles 
imported from countries with which 
Israel haa no special trade agree- 
ment was recently ordered by Tigal 
Hurvitz, the Minister of Industry, 
Commerce and Tourism. 


The order is In connection with the 
new regulations going into effect In 
two weeks, which will permit about 
85 per cent of all imports to enter the 
country without licence restrictions. 
The aim of the order Is to prevent the 
dumping here of cheap merchandise 
from Taiwan, Hongkong and Korea. 
The order is not. however, intended 


to work against Imports from the 
EEC or from the U.S. 

A few days ago the Industry 
Ministry sent to the Manufacturers 
Association a list of all the goods 
which continue to require import 
licences. The ministry will Issue its 
final regulations after it haa taken 
account of the manufacturers’ com- 
ments. 

The list of goods still requiring im- 
port licences includes certain foods, 
grain, sugar, oil and some types of 
steel used In construction. Acrilan 
fibre, for instance, may not be im- 
ported because the Government has 
promised protection to the Monsanto 
factory in Ashdod.

We are confident, it would not take more than a few hours to 
convene the special session of the Knesset plenum which you 
have offered to address personally In an effort to cut through the 
procedural knots on the way to the Geneva conference. 

And it would not take even that long to set the tables In the 
Knesset's Chagall Hall for the state dinner to end all state 
dinners which would follow. 

We only hope that our hospitality will match the Thousand and 
One Nights welcome which you and your countrymen cannot 
fail to accord to Prime Minister Begin on his proposed return 
visit to Cairo. 

Theatrics? Certainly. President Sadat has for some time es- 
tablished his credentials as one of the most consummate 
political hams on today's international stage. It is refreshing to 
note, however, that our own Mr. Begin is no slouch In that 
department, either, although his style Is somewhat different. 

But even in the field of- political theatrics some styles are 
much to be preferred to others. Mr. Sadat made- his dramatic 
proposal to go to the Knesset in order, as he said, to avert the un- 
necessary death of even one Egyptian soldier. This brings to 
mind an earlier Sadat performance of several years ago in 
which he declared. Just as heatedly, that he would not flinch at 
paying the price of a million Egyptian dead and 100,000 
casualties among bis soldiers in order to regain “the conquered 
territories.” 

It is far too early to assess the Importance of Mr. Sadat's 
latest pyrotechnics, and judging by past history Israel has good 
reason to maintain its sceptical stance. Nonetheless, several 
points do stand out as welcome novelties: 

President Sadat made his proposal in Arabic to a domestic, 
political audience, the Egyptian parliament. The fact that an 
Arab leader could bring himself to speak to his own people in a 
manner hitherto reserved for foreign consumption only, can be 
seen as a step in the right direction, no matter how small. 

It should also not be overlooked that Mr. Sadat's proposal, no 
matter how histrionic, was greeted by wild applause from the 
members of the Egyptian parliament; and this on the very day 
that Israel's air force was hitting hard at PLO bases in Lebanon. 

Mr. Sadat would seem to be engaged in two games 
simultaneously: pressing hard for going to Geneva, despite in- 
ternal opposition in the Arab camp, on the assumption that 
American pressure against Israel at Geneva will lead to the best 
realistic deal the Arab world can hope for; and alternatively, 
laying the groundwork for the Arab case in the forthcoming 
play _ '.‘Who killed the Geneva Conference and the prospects 
for peace?” 

Mr. Begin has adopted the correct stance in deciding to play 
the game rather than huffily rejecting President Sadat's in- 
itiative. We would not urge the Knesset staff to be on standby 
call. But, on the other hand, if President Sadat really means it, 
the “Ahlan wasahlan” is heartfelt. 


New Histadrut realities 


THE MUTUAL muscle-flexing on the part of Labour and the 
Likud which upstaged this week's Histadrut convention 
provides ample evidence that neither party has yet come to 
terms with the changed circumstances following last May's 
national elections. 

The Histadrut was the epitome of a state within a state in the 
pre-1948 days and served as a major arm of the Labour 
dominated nation-building establishment in the first 29 years 
after independence. Thus, the idea of a government foisting a 
new economic policy on it without prior consultation, and even 
by admittedly resorting to subterfuge, has cozne as an un- 
derstandable shock and affront to the Histadrut establishment. 

On the other hand, the Likud's success in the May elections 
seems to have gone to Its head to such an extent as to blind its 
leaders to the fact that Labour did retain control of the largest 
and most powerful organization in the country in the polls held 
only a month later. 

It is thus equally understandable that Likud leaders should 
tend to interpret legitimate trade union opposition to the most 
discriminatory aspects of the new economic policy as part of a 
Labour plot to unseat the Government. 

Labour’s silliness in refusing to .extend the convention’s for- 
mal greetings to the Government in power and the much more 
worrisome resort by the Herat faction to premeditated strong- 
arm tactics, evoking bitter memories of the Revisionists’ 
attempts to break the Histadrut in the 1330s, are examples of 
this mutual failure to come to terms with realities. 

Prime Minister Begin should have realized that succumbing 
to the temptation of labelling the Histadrut under the leadership 
of its moderate Secretary-General “bolshevik,” would in- 
evitably lead to the hurling back of the epithet “fascist” at him 
and his cohorts. : 

It is clear that the Labour Party which controls ^ the Histadrut 
would like to wrest governmental power from the hands of the 
Likud; and equally, that the Likud would dearly like to cut the 
Histadrut down to size in accordance with its concept of what a 
tame trade union should* be. . -• 

What is sorely needed, howeyer, are new rules of the game . 
within whose limits this democratically legitimate contest can 
be conducted. There is a patent danger that an attempt to use 
the Government's power to break the Histadrut, or conversely, 
to use the Histadrut' s power to undermine the Government in 
extra-parliamentary fashion, will lead instead to economic and 
social chaos. ' .

A crumbling consensus 


Former Finance Minister economic policies, speaks out — 
Yehoshua Rabinowjtz, silent un- critically — in an interview with 
til now about his successor's MEIR MERHAV. 


EVEN SOFT-SPOKEN, mild- 
mannered Yehoshua Rabinowitz is 
bitter and angry these days, as he 
surveys the new economic policy 
sprung so suddenly on the country by 
his successor. Finance Minister 
Slmha Ehrlich. Until October 28. 
Ehrlich did no more than to follow in 
the footsteps of Rabinowitz, who was 
at the helm of Israel’s economy until 
five months ago. 

Rabinowite Is bitter because the 
ruling coalition has not contented 
Itself with superimposing Its own 
policy on what existed before. It has 
done its best to drag into the dust all 
Rabinowitz regards as his own par- 
ty's historic achievements in the last 
30 years, and his own in the last 
three. Rabinowitz is also bitter about 
“his” top officials at the Treasury — 
that praetorian guard which switch- 
ed allegiance so rapidly, so easily, bo 
eagerly. He would be because be is 
powerless to change the new reality. 

The. bitterness and disappointment 
is not just personal. In all he says, in 
all that he keeps silent about, and in 
the way he voices his criticism, there 
remains a burden of national respon- 
sibility which weighs Rabinowitz 
down and hararings his effec- 
tiveness as a leading member of the 
Opposition. 

It is difficult to say that Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz is angry. Real anger 
simply is not an attribute one nor- 
mally couples with his name. But 
beneath the surface there seethes an 
outrage over what the Likud govern- 
ment has done — a realization that 
the accepted social, economic and 
political structure of Israel, as it 
emerged over more than two 
generations of practical Zionism, is 
on the verge of a fundamental 
transformation. A transformation 
Rabinowitz does not like. Economic 
rationality, even if it were pure, is 
not applicable to the building of a 
country and a nation. 


himself had engineered so recently. 

Even now he makes a point of con- 
ceding — not grudgingly — that 
Ehrlich's policy has some positive 
aspects. He has so complaint, in 
principle, against making the 
economic mechanism more flexible, 
and against doing away with all 
kinds of distortions. 

But what are "distortions," asks 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz. For 30 years, 
be says, we built this country using a 
system of planned' distortions. We 
called them incentives. They were 
oriented towards certain purposes. 
We gave incentives to settlement, to 
the housing of new Immigrants, to 
new development areas, to exports. 
We tried to be selective, and thus to 
economize on means. We may not 
have succeeded everywhere, with 
everything. But we built, we created. 
We now have an economy with 55b. 
In exports — one of highest export 
amounts, per capita. In the world. 

Distortions are not necessarily a 
dirty word to Rabinowitz. His world 
is not that of the economic theorist, 
his face to the blackboard and his 
. back to his living students. Not every 
deviation from the straight and 
narrow path of economic rationality 
is negative. There are positive dis- 
tortions. 


expectation of those expected six 
months from now. 

His own policies, Rabinowitz says, 
provided & chance to slow faflfttltm 
down within two or three years to 
tolerable levels. But the new policy 
has bunt a new fire under inflation, 
which will remain high at least until 
the end of the decade. It will under- 
mine investment^ development, and 
any basis for reasonable labour 
relations. 




Rabinowitz sees Ehrlich's policy 
as dangerous, economically counter- 
productive and unnecessary, and 
socially unjust and damaging. There 
was not even the slightest attempt to 
ensure a minimum of equity in the 
distribution of the burden — assum- 
ing. which he denies immediately, 
that the burden was necessary at all 
at the present time. Only a few 
months ago Ehrlich even abolished 
the procurement tax. That, 
Rabinowitz says, Incldes mainly on 
the affluent. It brought in ILSOOxn. — 
as much as will be cut from welfare 
services. 


RABINOWITZ is stiU preoccupied 
with the defence of his own policies, 
as much as with a critique of tbe pre- 
sent Government's. Contrary to es- 
tablished military doctrine, he still 
seems to think that defence is the 
best attack. But 8imha Ehrlich may 
have Jolted him out of that posture. 
The changes arc too great, and those 
that loom ahead even mare so. Con- 
solation In tbe laurels of tbe past is 
difficult to find. 

The present economic 
programme, says Rabinowitz, clear- 
ly brings to light the Likud's fun- 
damental differences with the Align- ' 
ment. For the first 100 days of grace, 
he kept silent. He saw a policy not 
much different from Ms own — and 
the interests of party politics could 
not bring him to turn upon what he 


. Ehrlich’s policy is clearly class- 
oriented. It's good for speculators, 
for tax-evaders, for merchants, for 
building contractors who will get 
orders from those who convert 
dollars into lirot and buy real estate 
before it goes up la price. It does 
nothing for the real producers of the 
country — exporters — and imposes 
an unprecedented burden on wage 
earners. ** 

Rabinowitz, with the sense born of 
long experience, acorns the theories 
and policies which rely on the so- 
called free play of the market forces. 
That, he says, exists only In MUton 
Friedman's textbooks. In reality, 
there are two or three firms in each 
branch, which fix prices — and now 
they have gone on a spree In which 
they jack up prices not only for cost 
increases already incurred, but in 


SARCASM, SCORN and outrage are 
not really in Yehoshua RaWnowita’s 
nature. But there is a thin smile on 
his lips — a smfle In, which there is no . 
humour — when be recalls Ehrlich’s 
hope that Israel “will become an in- 
ternational financial centre." “What 
centre?" he asks. Like Vaduz, which 
became & financial sanctuary 
because it has no workers? Who and 
what ever prevented foreigners from 
investing here and taking their 
money out again, except objective 
conditions? Have these conditions 
changed? TO lift currency control in 
our precarious situation is an 
irresponsible gamble. 

•Moreover, the former finance 
minister argues, there was absolute- 
ly so need for this policy. Since 1974, 
his own policy had saved 52 b. in im- 
ports, had reduced the trade gap by 
51 . 2 b.. and increased the foreign 
currency reserves to an unhoped for 
level. Ehrlich could never have 
dared to do what he did, Rabinowitz 
says, had it not been for the ac- 
complishments of the previous 
policy — and now they talk of having 
left them a “scorched earth” and a 
“demoralized system." j 

But, I pressed, even Labour' 
governments had carried out 
massive devaluations — in 1852, in. 
1962 and In 1974. What is the* 
difference? And moreover, what is 
the great difference between a 
creeping devaluation, which 
Rabinowitz and bis advisers can 
claim as their innovation, and tbe 
floating of the lira? 

Rabinowitz has his answer ready. 
All previous massive devaluations, 
he says, had been necessary, even If 
not completely successful. 
Moreover, they were never as one- 
sided. in terms of income distribu- 
tion, as this one. At least there 
should have been a capital levy. 

And this devaluation waa com- 
pletely unnecessary, at least at tbe 
present time. The massive devalua- 
tion In 1974 came right after the Yom 
KJppur War, which cost us the GNP 
of a whole year and upped our trade 
deficit from $lh. to 54.5b.

And Rabinowitz sees Ehrlich's 
policy as consciously aiming at high 
unemployment. That, he says, un- 
dermines the co u n t r y 's s tren g t h . 
Tbe knowledge that there is employ* 
ment back home, he says. Is one of 
our major defences. Take that away 
from the soldier who mans the tank, 
and he win not be able to fight as he 
did. 

Full employment, for Yeh o sh u a 
Rabinowitz, is not just a social goal. 
It Is one of the bulwarks of our very 
defence capability, of our remaining 
a Zionist country. 

Moreover, he says bitterly, the

ONE’S OWN PRUDENCE 
IS ANOTHER'S RIGIDITY 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
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Sir. — For several years, and 
more so in the past few months, the 
United States him made It deer that 
it believes Israel is unreasonably 
rigid with regard to the return of 
territories occupied since 1987. 

Israel’s governments under every 
Prime Minister since 1987 have 
responded that they cannot afford to 
go back to tbe old bonders because 
these were not defensible, and 
because it would mean giving up too 
much to governments and forces 
that have made war on Israel four 
times in 30 years. Furthermore, 
these governments and forces main- 
tain a state at war to this day. 

It may be helpful, in trying to un- 
derstand the intractability of the 
Arab-Israeli dispute and to assess 
Awwtom policies and attitu des, to see 
it from an experience very dose to us 
at this time. President Carter 
recently signed tbe new Panama 
Canal treaties, yet, a difficult 
struggle lies ahead for their ratifica- 
tion.

NOW THAT President Sadat has ex- 
pressed his willingness to consider 
the, {pr him. gigantic step of coming 
to the Knesset, we can safely tell the 
story of the two Egyptian delegates 
whom we met at a recent inter- 
national women’s conference.

We suggested that 
when peace comes we would 
organize a regional meeting and 
added that if It were held in Israel, 
we hoped she would come and stay 
with us in Jerusalem. “Thank you,” 
came the reply, “I should like to." 
And we embraced — in full view of 
dozens of delegates.

It Is a set of treaties proposing to 
alter the status of apiece of territory 
and a strategic asset — the Canal 
end tbe Canal Zone — that the United 
States acquired through the un- 
provoked use of its power against a 
South American country 74 years 
-ago. The major concession that the 
United States makes to Panama in 
these treaties is to terminate its con- 
trol of the Canal and the Zone in 
another 22 years. But even then, this 
country retains the rigid to In terven e to 
protect the security of the waterway. 

The closest major U.S. population 
centre to the Canal Zone is Houston, 


The United States "occupied" the 
Canal Zone for more than SO years 
before she agreed even to discuss a 
change in its status with Panama. 
The change that the two countries 
agreed on in almost a generation's 
time of negotiation is of a kind that 
Israel might legitimately be asked to 
consider, such as 22 more years of 
control over the administered 
territories, or at least those closest 
to her heartland. If in the case of the 
Panama Canal, even this k i n d of 
arrangement faces a tough test In 
American public opinion and In the 
U.S. State, clearly anything less 
favourable, like turning over the 
Canal sooner, to forces with a 
declared and demonstrated hostility 
to the United States, would not even 
have been negotiable. 

With what Justice and realism, 
then, does the United States speak 
critically and at times threaten i ngly 
to a friendly nation because that na- 
tion is reluctant to risk its very 
national existence?

Viewed from this perspective, it 
may become more plausible why 
Israel is reluctant to move as the 
U.S. and many other nations around 
the world would Hke her to move.
